GERMANY IS PICTURED

Von Hertling Accepts Four

New York, Pebruary 26.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From Buropean Cables 
of the Day.)\—The German imperial 
chancellor again has told the reichstag 
that a general peace is possible of dis- 
cussion on the basis of the four essen- 
tial principles laid down some time 
ago by President Wilson, in an address 
to congress. Almost in the same 
breath, however, the usual qualifica- 
tions were entwined amid his utter- 
ances, leaving the suspicion that the 
central powers, if they are desirous 
of peace, still have their old ideale of 
a victorious peace to the fore. 

Conditional upon the acceptance even 
of the principles of President Wilson 
was the declaration by Chancellor von

proposed by the president, but actually 
be recognized by all states and péo- 
ples: In addition, there was no court 
of arbitration In which Germany could 


. place her trust, he said. The old accu- 


sation that Great Britain’s war aims 
are imperialistic was reiterated by the 

As if endeavoring to divide the sen- 
timent of the people of Great Britain, 


the spokesman for the German govern- 


ment declared that the world is long- 
ing for peace, but that the government 
of countries opposed to Germany were 
inflaming the passion for war. “There 
are.” he added, framatically, “other 
voices to be heard in England. It is 
hoped these voices will multiply.” 
As a whole the chancellor’s address 
was devoid of rancor, the speaker 
seemingly having as his purpose to 
paint a picture to those at home who 
are dissatisfied with the war in gen- 
eral and the resumption of hostilities 
against Russia, how generously Ger- 
many is inclined to be To this end 
he went to the point of declaring that 
Germany lad no desire to retain con- 
quered territory in Courland, Esthonia, 
Lithuania and Livonia within her grasp. 
In fact, the broad assertion was made 
that Germany’s present operations in 
Russia were being carried out solely 
to secure the fruits of the peace she 


had signed with the Ukraine.

HOW AMERICANS 
AND THE FRENCH 
RAIDED GERMANS 


With the American Army in France, 
February %.—(By the Associated 
Presas.)—Detaile of the Franco-Ameri- 
can raid in the Chemin des Dames Sat- 
urday show that 26 picked American 
soldiers participated, after every mem- 
ber of their battalion had volunteered 

The Americans moved forward cager- 
ly to the attack behind a barrage fire, 
the first time thie has been done by 
our troops. Some of the Americans 
made captures and others chased 
Prussian troops through the trenches 
as far es 760 meters, going beyond the 
objectives sought 

The raid had been planned carefu!- 
ly and rehearsals were held the day 
before. The barrage fire began at 
5:30 o’clock im the morning and oon- 
tinued until 6:35, guns of all calibers 
taking part. 

The Americans among the 100 in the 
attacking party were surprised at the 
precision with which the French shells 
fell and went e little faster than they 
should have and were within thirty 
yards of the dropping shells when 
they reached the enemy lines. Relief 
had just been completed in the Ger- 
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grievance, and that it was believed the 
authorities were taking seteps to pre-

New York,.February 26.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press.. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—-Although the Russians 
have accepted Germany’s proposals for 
peace, the Germans are continuing their 
inroads both into Great and Little 
Russia. In the north some opposition 
is being placed in the path of the in- 
vaders, but evidently the pressure has 
not yet been sufficient to stay the 
progress of the enemy. Considerable 
fighting has taken place around the 
town of Pskov, which, according to lat- 
est advices, has,changed hands several 
times. In Volhynia the town of Kolen- 
kowitz has been captured after some 
fighting, and according to the Berlin 
official communication bands of the 
Bolsheviki in Ukraine have been put 
to flight by the Germans.

Petrograd calls upon the people to ral- 
ly to the cause of Russia if the Bol- 
sheviki government is to be saved. A

GERMANS AT GATES 
OF RUSS CAPITAL, 
FRANCIS DEPARTS 


Washington, February 26.—The state 
department was advised by Ambassa- 
dor Francis today that on yesterday 
the German army was only eight hours’ 
march from Petrograd and that he was 
preparing to leave the Russian capital 
with his staff. 

The message, which was dated yes- 
terday and sent by way of Pekin, said 
Mr. Francis would join the Chinese 
and Japanese diplomats, also prepar- 
ing to leave. It did not refer to plans 
of the European diplomats. 

Situation of Bolsheviki Hopeless. 

It was taken for granted at the de- 
partment that the ambassador had 
abandoned an idea of following the 
Lenine-Trotzky authorities to a tem- 
porary capital and that the route chos- 
en is that over the trans-Siberian rail- 
road into China.

Americans te Leave Moscow: 


Arrangements have been made to move 
the Americans in Moscow to Samara, 500 
miles to the east. No immediate occu-~ 
pation of Moscow by German troops is 
expected, but it was thought advisable 
to move the Americans. 

The consul general at Moscow,..re- 
porting these arrangements to the state 
department today, added that all Amer- 
icans there were well. 

The department also received 4 dis- 
patch of February 28 saying the Ru- 
manian premier was preparing to go 
to Bucharest to meet German Foreign 
Minister von Kuehlmann and Count 
Czernin, the Austrian foreign minister, 
presumably to resume peace negotia- 


tions. 


Petrograd, February 26.—A_ special 
train left Petrograd for Siberia Sun- 
day night with 50 Americans, includ- 
ing a part of the embassy and military 
staffs. There were also 40 Japanese 
and a number of Chinese and Siamese 
on board. One hundred and two Ameri- 
cans are still in Petrograd, including 20 
women and four children.

Petrograd, February 26.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—“Germany has formally refused 
to grant an armistice, and German de- 
tachments continue to advance,” says 
an official statement issued today. 

“Resistance thus becomes the prin- 
cipal task of the revolution.” 

“Russia’s greatest strength Hes in 
her wide territories and the govern- 
ment can, and if need be, will retreat. If 
the threat against Petrograd increases, 
the government will remove to Mos- 
cow or another city.” 

Russians Called to Defense. 


Petrograd, February 26.—An official 
proclamation issued today, calling upon 
the people to defend the capital, says: 

“In spite of the fact that the gov- 
ernment has accepted the peace condi- 
tions imposed by the German and Aus- 
trian governments, the imperialist as- 
sassins are, nevertheless, continuing 
their monstrous advance into the in- 
terior of Russia. The cursed minions 
of William and the German Kaledines, 
together with the White Guards, are 
advancing against and shooting the 
Soviets, reconstituting the power of the 
landlords, bankers and capitalists and 
preparing for the restoration of the 
monarchy. 

“The revolution is tn peril. A mortal 
blow will be struck against Red Petrp- 
grad. If you workers, soldiers and 
peasants wish to retain power and the 
power of the Soviets you must fight 
these hordes, who now are seeking to 
devour you to your last gasp. 

“The decisive hour has struck. Work- 
ers and all oppressed men and women. 
You must swell the ranks of the Re 
battalions. To arms all of you, that 
the struggle may only cease with your 
last breath.” 


PSKOV RETAKEN 
BY BOLSHEVIKI. 


London, February 26.—Pskov 175 
miles southwest of Petrograd, had been 
recaptured by the Bolsheviki and street 
mgeemge | is going on there, according 
to an xchange Telegraph dispatch 
from Petrograd dated Monday. The 
Red guards are resisting the German 
advance everywhere. 

The capture of Pskov by the Germans 
was announced in the official state- 
ment issued last night at Berlin.

GERMANS ADMIT

Berlin, February 26.—(Via London. 
General Linsingen's forces Potemea ret 
in Volhynia have captured the town of 
Kolenkowitz after a battle, the Ger- 
man general staff announced today. 

The statement follows: 

Amey, Group of General von Elich- 
horn: esterday morning, four days 
after crossing Moon sound, the troops 
which had marched on Reval with 
cyclists, cavalry, machine guns and 
sharpshooters at their head, under com- 
mand of Lieutenant General] Freiherr 
von Seckendorff, took the fortress aft- 
er a battle. 

“In Livonia flags were hung out in 
many towns when we marched in. A 
great many inhabitanat who had been 
arrested by the Russians were set free. 

“South of Pskov our regiments met 
with stubborn resistance. They de- 
feated the enemy in a violent. battle, 
and the town was captured. ~ 

“Near Kolenkowitz enemy forces 
threw themselves against detachments 
which were pressing forward into 
Ukraine along the Pripet. The enemy 
was thrown back by a sharp attack 
and the town and railway station were 
taken by storm. 


General von Linsingen’s army group 
have covered more than 300 kilfmeters 
(186 miles) on foot, by rail and in 
motor cars, under conditions of great 
strain and hardship. In co-operation 
with Ukrainian troops they have freed 
a great part of the country from loot- 
ing bands. The Ukrainian government 
has restored quiet and order in the 
regions which have been cleared of 
the enemy. 
_ “Recently there have been brought 
in on the eastern front as prisoners 
three divisional staff officers, 180 
other officers and 3,676 men. The 
number of risoners and the amount 
of booty taken at Reval and Pskov 
cannot yet be estimated.

TREATY WON’T SOLVE 
GERMANY’S PROBLEM. 


London, February 26.—Signing of a 
Russo-German “peace will not be the 
final solution of. the German problem 
on her eastern frontier and the final 
settlement will ¢Gome when the peoples 
of Courland, Esthonia, Livonia and 
Poland take matters into their own 
hands, according to M. Kameneff, one 
of the Bolshevik delegates to the Brest- 
Litovsk negotiations, in an interview 
in The Daily News. M. Kameneff has 
arrived in London, after a three weeks’ 
yourney from Petrograd. He is on his 
way to Paris as Bolshevik plenipo- 
tentiary to France. 

With the handing over of the land 

and factories to the peasants and 
workers, Mr. Kameneff said, they had 
begun to realize, as they could not 
under the old regime, that a German 
invasion of Russia would injure their 
vital interests. Consequently, the con- 
sciousness of the necessity of defend- 
ing the country was growing among 
the Russians. 
M. Kameneff said he was convinced 
the Germans would be unable to im- 
port food from the Ukraine,, because 
the people there would prevent the 
rada from fulfilling the promise given 
Germany. The rada’s invocation of 
German aid had raised bitter hatred 
among the Ukrainian workers and 
peasants, ho recognized only the au- 
thority oe Une workmen’s and soldiers 
councils. That was the reason, he de- 
calred, that the rada had to flee from 
the Ukraine to the protection of Ger- 
man bayonets. 

German occupation of Petrograd, M. 
Kameneff added, would not be enough 
to restore the monarchy. Any attempt 
at restoration would entail fighting 
in every town and village, for the 
peasants and workers were well aware 
that a restoration would involve the 
loss of their land and political rights. 


TURKISH FORCES 
ENTER TREBIZOND 
ON THE BLACK SEA 


Amsterdam, February 26.—A _ dis- 
patch received here from Constanti- 
nople says that Turkish troops have en- 
tered Trebizond, on the Black sea coast 
of Asia Minor, and cleared it of “bands.” 


A dispatch from London, February 
23, said the Turkish army in the Cau- 
casus had begun an offensive before 
the expiration of the armistice with 
the Russians. It added that the Turks 
had occupied Platana, a small Turk- 
ish port on the Black sea coast, 15 
miles west of Trebizond, and had cut 
off the retreat of the Russian Cau- 
casus corps, which was then grouped 
along the coast. 


99 PER CENT SOLVENCY

Boston, February 26.—The Royal Ar- 
eanum Society of Massachusetts, which

The American Craft Reaches 
French Boat Under Sails 
From Bed Coverings. 


Washington, February 26.—Safe ar- 
rival at an European port of a 110-foot 


aboard which had not been heard from 
since January 15 was announced to- 
day by the navy department. The lit- 
tle craft was separated from her escort 
during a terrific gale while bound for 
Europe. 

With the engines disabled by the 
storm the crew rigged up sails from 
bed coverings and sailed for thirty- 
nine days.

“In the storm, which was one of the 
worst on record, the engines were dis- 
abled and the boat left adrift far out 
at sea. The crew managed to rig up 
a sail made from bed coverings, and 
were able to make two or three knots 
an hour before the wind. There were 
no navigating instruments except a 
compass aboard, and the crew had to 
estimate their positions. They sailed 
for 39 days, going on short rations, 
and finally reached port.” 


128 GERMAN AIRPLANES 
DROPPED BY BRITS 


On Western Front in 22 Days. 
Only 28 Allied Planes 
Missing.

London, February 26.—Seventy-five | 
enemy aircraft were brought down by 
the Royal Flying corps on the western 
front from February 1 to 22, inclusive, 
according to an announcement today by 
the British air ministry. During the 
same period thirty-nine enemy aircraft 
were driven down out of control and 
six enemy aircraft were brought down 
by anti-aircraft defenses and infantry. 
Against these one hundred and twenty 
machines of the enemy, says the state- 
ment, twenty-eight of the allies’ are 
missing. The weight of bombs dropped 
during the month to February 22 was 
65 tons.

Graphic stories of rescues from the 
wrécked Red Cross liner Florizel and 
further details of Sunday’s disaster 
were related by survivors who are re- 
covering here from the terrible hard- 
shipaythey endured before they were 
saved.by small boate from the New-~- 
foundfand steamer Prospero. 

Wihen Captain Martin, of the Plorizel, 
reached here he was in such a state of 
collapse he could make no statement. 

Mem¥tre of the crew said the mis- 
take * reckoning which brought the 
FlorizeP head-on to the coast twenty 
miles @orth of Cape Race was due to 
running. without the patent log. The 
heavy enow, forming an icy crust as 
it struck the sea, made it impossible 
to use the log to restore the steamer’s 
progress against the storm. The ship, 
therefare, was navigated by dead reck- 
onings* and, as frequently happens in 
this region of shifting currents and 
winda, the calculations were off. 

Meny of the passengers were swept 
to death half clad in legs than fifteen 
minutes after the steamer struck the 
rocks. Dozens of passengers trapped 
below decks were drowned in their 
berths or at the foot of the companion- 
way by seas which filled the saloon. 

‘ Giant Wall of Water. 

Directed by officers and crew, those 
who escaped from the sal sought 
safety on the bridge deck. Two hours 
later a giant wall of water thundered 
upo#®: them, wrenching the structure 
bedily from its base and engulfing 
thirty men and women. 

A short while later twenty persons 
clinging desperately to the roof of the 
smoking house met a similar fate. 

The stout construction of the wire- 
less" house gaved most of the surviv- 
ors. Thirty-two persons piled into the 
wireless room, packed s@ closely they 
could neither sit nor lie down. They 
were without food, water or adequate 
clothing. They were often engulfed 
by boarding seas. Some of them were 
badly injured by flying timbers and 
others died as they stood. 

The pitiful manner in which mem- 
bers of families died one by one was 
graphically described by survivors. 

Three-year-old Betsy Munn, daugh- 
ter of John 8. Munn, managing direc- 
of the line, was swept overboard before 
his eyes. The child’s nurse had been 
drownd in her berth. Munn was swept 
to his death with the group on the 
bridge deck. Fred Butler, an architect 
of this city, who was going to Florida 
with his wife was supporting her against 
the rush of water when one comber 
towering above all the others snatched 
her grom his arms. He was carried 
along helplessly in the torrest, bringing 
up in a tangle of wreckage. Bruised 
and enmeshed he was unable to ex- 
tricate himself and perished miserably. 

Fought Death With Bare Fists. 

One of the most remarkable tales 
of the survival of the strongest relates 
the way in which Major Michael Sulli- 
van, commander of the Newfoundland 
Forestry battalion, and Ralph Burn- 
him, a cadet of the Royal Flying corps, 
fought back death literally with their 


bare fists and brought with them a 
naked Spanish stoker. Major §Svilivan 
and the young subaltern contrived to 
shelter themselves in the upper sec- 
tion of the bunker through which ashes 
from the stokehold are emptied into 
the sea. There, for 26 hours, they 
maintained themselves. They nearly 
perished with the cold, and to keep

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President Milton H. Smith 
Makes Sworn Statement 
About Activities of System 
in South Between 1907 and 
1914. 
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VOUCHER FOR $15,000

For Advagating Views of 
Railroads— $34,000 Spent 
in Alalf&ma in Campaign. 
to Defeat Rate Reductions. 


Washington, February 26.—Another 
chapter was added today to the history 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion’s investigation into past political 
and financial practices of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railway, by the pub- 
lic declaration of Milton H. Smith, 
president of the road, that his com- 
pany had made a number of expendi- 
tures for political purposes in south- 
ern states before 1915. 

In a deposition made public by the 
interstate commerce commission, Mr. 
Smith answered categorically nine 
questions relating to political expendi- 
tures, to which he had refused replies 
while under examination by Joseph W. 
Folk, former chief counsel of the oom- 
mission, during the public inquiry in 
May, 1916. Thus he complied with the 
omer of the supreme court last No- 
vember, holding that the commission 
had authority to inquire into prac- 
tically all expenditures of a railway 
company. 

Four Big Expenditures. 


Mr. Smith referred specifically in his 
deposition, given February 4 at Louis- 
ville, to four items of expense: Thirty 
thousand dollars spent in 1914 in Ala- 
bama for political campaign purposes 
and charged to operating expense; $34,- 
800 spent in Alabama through the 
Johnson-Dallis Advertising agen¢y, of 
Atlanta, Ga., Im a campaign against 
rate reduction as advocated by former 
Governor Comer, of that state; $20,- 
715 spent in 1910 for maintenance of 
political agents, whose identity and 
precise work was not disclosed, and 
$15,000 expended in 1907 “In aiding a 
newspaper which was advocating cer- 
tain views upon public questions in 
which the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad company concurred.” The 
name of the paper was not mentioned. 

Mr. Smith declared these practices 
were “customary and conventional with 
corporations in the past,” 
that they “are contrary to the public 
opinion of today and have been dis- 
continued by our company.” He prom- 
ised that “there shall be no more cause 
for complaint of such contributions.” 

The final word in the’ inquiry will 
not be written for a month or more, 
when the interstate commerce commis- 
sion will file with congress a full re- 
port of its investigation, which was 
started more than four years ago at 
request of cengres. Former Senator 
Iaike Lea, of Tennessee, offered the 
resolution calling for the inquiry by 
the commission, and took an active part 
in the work of searching out the rail- 
way’s financial and political history. 

Although not made public until today, 
Mr. Smith’s deposition was received 
by the commission ten days ago, and 
the final negotiations leading up to his

Can you advise us or enlighten 
us as to @ purpose of this $15,000 
voucher?’ 

“This voucher was for money expend- 
ed in aiding a newspaper which was 
advocating certain views upon public 
questions in which the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad company  con- 
curred.” 

‘Did the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad company, through you or by 
your direction; expended approximately 
$34,800 in Alabama through the John- 
son-Dallis agency in a campaign 
against rate reduction as advocated by 
former Governor Comer, of that state?’ 

“Yes,” admitted Mr. Smith. 

“Have you personal knowledge of 
any funds of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad company expended in 
Alabama through the Johnson-Dalliis 
agency in a campaign against rate re- 
ductions?”

Congress to Solve Problem of 
Labor for Agricultural 
Interests. |

Washington, February: 26.—( Special.) 
Congress proposes to solve the problem 
of the threatened disorganization of 
farm work by the call to military 
service of the young farm hands of the 
country. 

Chairman Dent, of the house military 
affairs committee, has reported favor- 
ably the bill already passed by the sen- 
ate authorizing the secretary of war 
to grant furloughs to enlisted men of 
the army with or without pay and al- 
lowances and for such period as he 
may designate to permit the said en- 
listed men to engage in civil occupa- 
tions and pursuits. 

The housé committee amended the 
senate bill to provide that such fur- 
loughs shall be granted only upon the 
voluntary application of such enlisted 
men under regulations prescribed by 
| the secretary of war. Secretary Baker 
asked for the passage of this bill and 
in a communication to Chairman Dent 
declared that the main purpose is to 
ask the authority te furlough the boys 
of the national army during harvest 
and planting time te enable them to 
assist in the agricultural work of the 
country. 

The senate committee has already 
‘agreed to the house amendment and 
the bill will now become a law.

Nine 
women and two children were among 
the rescued passengers, who included 
one Dane, one Swede, one Norwegian, 
two Finns, two Hindus, one Chinese, 
one Turk, one Greek, one Chilean ahd 
two Americans, The remainder of the 
prisoners were British. Many of them 
euffered from inadequate nourishgnent 
in the last five weeks. .

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To Increase Interest Rate on 
Deposits in Order to 
Swell Deposits. 


Washington, February 26.—A spo- 
radic movement by banks in various 
localities to increase interest rates on 
bank deposits as a means of swelling 
deposits at the expense of other banks 
was denounced tonight by W. P. G. 
Harding, governor of the federal re- 
serve board. He said the movment 
threatens to weaken the entire bank- 
ing structure if continued and to force 
higher rates on government securities 
and promote inflation. 

A few banks, it has been reported to 
the board, have raised their rate on 
checking deposits from 2 to 2% per 
cent, and each action of this sort has 
had an immediate effect on other banks 
not only in the same community, but at 
a distance. Governor Harding de- 
clared there is no apparent demand by 
depositors for this increase, and he 
urged banks which have increased thelr 
rates to restore them to the former 
level. ? , 


“The board does not believe that the 
inducement of a higher rate of interest 
on deposits will bring any more real 
money into the banks,” said Governor 
Harding, “and it feels that the result 
of a general increase in the interest 
rate on deposits will be either an 
added burden to borrowers in the 
shape of higher interest and discount 
rates or the bringing about of condi- 
tions which would put the banking 
business ‘upon an unprofitable basis, 
thereby weakening our entire banking 
structuré. 

“The loans and deposits of banks 
have increased enormously during the 
past three years, and it would seem to 
be the part of wisdom for the banks to 
undertake to place themselves in a po- 
sition te continue to aid the govern- 
ment its financial operations by 
curtailimg unnecessary credits and by 
encouraging their depositors to buy 
treasury certificates and government 
bonds, even though there be ®ome 
shrinkage in their deposits ag a conse- 
quence. 

“Banks should remember that when 
deposits are reduced reserves are re- 
leased. Reckless competition for de- 
posits supported by high interest rates 
will tend to force the government to 
pay. higher rates, thereby imposing 
additional burdens on te people, and 
any forced and artificial expansion of 
banking credits will promote rather 
thop check inflatiqgnary tendencies, 
wich should be guarded against at the 
present time. 

‘There does not seem to be any de- 
mand on the part of depositors for in- 
creased rates of ppeerens on their bal- 
ances, and the board wishes it under- 


ment to increase these rates and that 
it will do all in its power to discour- 
age it.

Florida Whites Called 
Into Military Service, 
But No Negroes Taken 


By J. A. Hollemon. 

Washington, February 26.—( Special.) 
Governor Catts, of Florida, and the 
Florida delegation in congress are hot 
behind the war department to ascer- 
tain the reason the negro draftees in 
Florida have not been called into mili- 
tary service as they have from other 
southern states. There are seven or 
eight thousand eligtble for service, it 
is said. 

Considerable complaint is coming 
out of Florida, it is alleged, by reason 
of the full quota of whites having been 
called into the national army camp, 
while the colored conscripts have thus 
far escaped.

It was “To hell 
with her,” Medlin claiming that Baker 
had made that reply when he suggested 
that Mrs. Medlin be brought to prove 
that Baker had insulted her. “That ex- 
pression was one commonly used by 
my stepfather,” said young Earnest 
here today. “We were certain that it 
was he when we learned it had been 
used by him.” 

According to Ernest, who is a clerk 
in the LL & N. railroad offices in At- 
lanta, his mother will not claim the 
body of her husband. Mrs. Baker re- 
sides at 165 West Alexander street, in 
Atlanta.

IE OF CS PROVES 
FLAESAK TO ERMAN 


Lieutenant Gallman, of Camp 
Gordon, Explains How the 
Allies Have Advantage. — 


“Germany encountered a foe with 
which she did not reckon when she 
began the use of the gas attack,” said 
Lieutenant Chaplain Gallman, of Camp 
Gordon, addressing the Lutheran broth- 
erhood on Tuesday evening at the 
Church of the Redeemer. “Favorable 
wind is essential to a successful gas 
offensive and the wind is with the 
allies the remaining five-sixths of the 
time. The gas attack is one of the 
most deadly methods of warfare, but 
the allies have this overwhelming ad- 
vantage in its use.” 

Continuing, Lieutenant Gallmapn ¢x- 
plained that Germany had manufac- 
tured special cannon for the purpose 
of sending the gas bombs over into 
the lines of the allies, while the allies 
returned the bombs just as effectively 
by means of a simply constructed 
earthen tube, for a long time a mys- 
tery to the Germans. 

Lieutenant Gallman in his address 
gave much interesting data in regard 
to both the religious and the military 
phases of the modern army, based not 
only. upon his personal observations 
and experience as an army chaplain, 
but also upon the reports of British 
and French officers direct from the 
front. “The discipline of democracy 
is going to win this war,” said he, “and 
when you see the private on the street 
saluting the officer promptly and 
proudly, you may know that that sol- 
dier understands the fundamental prin- 
ciple of a victorious army. The Rus- 
sian army was the only army to defeat 
the Germans on their own soil, and 
the superior discipline of the Russian 
army at that time is the explanation. 
Shortly after this a law was passed 
in Russia providing that officers in 
the army need not be saluted. That 
was the beginning of the present plight 
of Russia. 

“The salute is not a mark of siuperi- 
ority,. but a symbol of equality. Only 
men in uniform may use this note of 
recognition. It is highly improper for 
a civilian to employ the military salute. 
When the national army leaves for 
France it will be an army of men thor- 
Oughly cognizant of the value and 
meaning of discipline, saluting their 
officers not as individuals, but in rec- 
agnition of the authority vested in 
them by their great country.”

MORE HIGHWAY DELAY. 


After having complied with every detail 
ot federal requirement; after having endured 
approximately two years of fiddling and 
procrastination, and after its highway com- 

bission has, apparently, done everything 
anly possible to remove the last vestige 
of impediment, Georgia is now informed 
from Washington that in addition to satis- 
fying the government department involved 
that a road proposed for improvement under 
the federal aid law is.a post road, if must 
also show that the improvement of such a 
road would be of military assistance before 
it can draw upon the national treasury for 
its pro rata of the federal appropriations to 
states for highway improvements! 

What next! 

Surely there is something back of this— 
something more than red tape, which every- 
body knows has interfered to a disgraceful 
degree with Georgia’s highway plans since 
the first year’s federal appropriation became 
available early in 1916. 

Red tape has done its full share, no 
doubt; but it begins to look as though there 
is something else in the highways bureau 
of the department of agriculture that is 
blocking Georgia. Red tape, it is beginning 
to appear, is not wholly to blame. 

Is it possible that there is a bug under 
the chip somewhere? 

Prior to this there have been imposed 
some pretty lame eleventh-hour conditions 
upon the Georgia highway commission; but 
this last is the most unreasonable of them 
all. 

And why Georgia? That is a thing that 
is hard to understand. Other states—the 
Pacific coast states, for instance—have been 
using their respective pro ratas of this an- 
nually accruing fund ever since the first 
installment of it became available, and 
using it to splendid purpose; while Georgia 
has been hanging suspended in thin air by 
red tape for almost two years, working out 
new plans and revising old ones, meeting 
new, and in some instances, silly, conditions 
imposed by the Washington bureau, during 
which time not a pick has been struck in 
the ground through utilization of the money 
that is Georgia’s own by all manner of right 
and that is mildewing in the federal treas- 
ury! 

In the nation’s iadetiae: period of peril, 
anything that builds up or strengthens a 
community—éespecially an agricultural, food- 
producing, community—or that facilitates 
transportation of men or commodities, mili- 
tary or otherwise, from one place to another, 
is distinctly .military assistance to the 
country. 

The author of this new impediment to 
Georgia highway development, whoever he 
is, must know that to be a fact, just as 
everybody else who thinks knows it to be a 
fact. 

Chairman Patterson declares that “the 
strategic military value of the highways 
which the commission has approved for im- 
provement under the federal appropriation 
for 1917” already has been shown, and the 
projects approved in Washington; but still 
the commission has been unable as yet to 
get a dollar of even the 1917 allotment. 

The people of Georgia are heartily sick

Cossacks the Only Loyal Element. 

So far as the Cossacks were concerned 
they. constituted the one loyal element in 
Russia. They were and are the finest sol- 
diers. They live mostly in the regions of 
the Don and in the Ukraine. They own large 
fields and gardens, and always because of 
their prowess and loyalty they have enjoyed 
special privileges. ‘They were always the 
trusted servants of the czars, and for that 
reason the people of Russia hated them. They 
pictured a Cossack as a young brute a-horse 
who tortured peasants and women and chil- 
dren with a knout. 

The Cossacks have crushed many revo- 
lutionary uprising in Rugsia and were re- 
garded instinctively as enemies of the people 
and supporters of reactionism. The revo- 
lution proved that they were willing to be 
loyal to a properly constituted government 
of the people, They were loyal to the gov- 
ernment of Kerensky until they penetrated 
Kerensky’s weaknesses end suspected him of 
downright treachery to their own leaders— 
Korniloff in particular. 

When Kerensky fell and Russia fell into 
the hands of the Bolsheviki; when it was 
seen that the people no longer cared to fight; 
when it was apparent that patriotism had 
broken down, the Cossacks, disgusted, de- 
clined to serve Russia under such masters 
and in such circumstances, went home to 
their Don and to their Ukraine and created 
their own republic. The Bolsheviki disputed 
their authority, but in the end the Bolsheviki 
had to submit to their independence because 
there is no better organized, no braver force 
in the world than these Cossacks. They are 
the best of horsemen. They saved the Rus- 
sian armies time after time. No Cossacks was 
ever accused of cowardice. 

Also Antagonized Others. 

The Bolsheviki have estranged the Jews, 
the peasants, the Cossacks and a great many 
of the workingmen also. I have before me a 
document signed by many revolutionary par- 
ties, among them the United Social Demo- 
crats and the Left Wing of the Soctal Revo- 
lutionaries, a document which is headed: 

“Workingmen, soldiers and peasants, 
revolution is M danger.” 

In this document all o. the signatory 
parties denounce the Bolsheviki bitterly for 
seizing the government and maintaining a 


rule against the will of the majority of the 
working people whom they are supposed to 
represent. This document is now nearly 


the 


two months old, but it is now apparent how 
keenly these parties were justified in their 
apprehension. The Bolsheviki without war- 
rant of right, by sheer force, dissolved the 
Constituent Assembly made up of delegates 
whose majority was elected by the people 
to put an end to Bolshevik policies, but who 
were coerced by the guns of troops seduced 
from their duty. 

Among the prisoners of the Bolsheviki 
are revolutionary leaders of great repute, 
men trusted and admired by the mass of 
the people, as well as men who were promi- 
nent in the old regime. 

The Bolsheviki found strength only be- 
cause the people of Russia, not clear about 
what they were fighting for, uninformed as 
to the tremendous issues at stake for the 
whole world, craved peace and sought it 
on any terms. Up to the present time the 
Bolsheviki have succeeded only in wrecking 
every institution in Russia. There is nothing 
left—nothing whatever. The history of the 
world does not reveal an instance of national 
collapse and misery to compare with the sit- 
uation in Ruasia today. 

No one awaits any practical results or 
expects any steady government from the 
Bolsheviki. They are regarded as an evil, 
temporary, it is belleved. They merely rep- 
resent something vaguely definite in the 
haziness of the collapse. 

At first the people turned to Kerensky. 
Then they thought of Korniloff. Now there 
is no single hero to whom Russia looks for 
salvation. But there is enough in the air 
to promise that sooner or later—it may 
even be very soon—an uprising will take 
place which will sweep away the Bolsheviki 
and their “government.” Russia is leader- 
lesa, but the leader will appear. 

There is only one element in all Russia 
that is completely satisfied with their rule, 
the criminals. The Bolsheviki have emptied 
the jails and have taken to their hearts 
thieves and murderers. In all Russia there 
are now no judicial proceedings worthy of 
the name. Courts virtually have been abo!- 
ished. The country so terrorized that 
no man dares complain when he is robbed 
of his money or his goods. He is thankful 
that life itself is left him. 

Therefore, I say that the Bolsheviki are 
doomed, that the beginning of their end is 
in sight. Too many powerful elements de- 


test or distrust them. The nightmare is 
frightful. But the awakening will be noth- 
ing less than a resurrection.

THE COMPETENT HEART. 

An American flier who shot down a Ger- 
man flier in France had been rejected, ac- 
cording to the press report, by the examin- 
ers in America because of a defect of one 
ear. Not qualified, in other words, but very 
effective. Not normal, but thoroughly com- 
petent as an air fighter. 

A normal heart has a total capacity of, 
say, A to P, alphabetically, and an ordinary 
working load of A to G, leaving a reserve 
capacity or reserve power for emergencies 
of H to P. The ordinary working load is the 
work the heart does in maintaining good 
circulation through your ordinary day's ac- 
tivities. 

A valvular distortion (valvular 
ease) permits more or less 
blood with each heart beat. Of course that 
is a handicap to the heart, an extra load. 
So the ordinary working load becomes A to 
J, and the reserve power correspondingly 
less, K to P. In other words, although your 
leaky heart maintains a perfectly competent 
or good circulation while you are not exert- 
ing yourself, you can make only moderate 
effort, such as running, climbing stairs, etc., 
before you get “done” or “winded.” Your 
reserve power is narrow and quickly ex- 
hausted. 

But the reserve power can be developed 
by intelligent management. It can be 
stretched to K to T, for instance, by proper 
treatment. And right here is where the doc- 
tor must use his bean, so to speak, and the 
patient must give him an opportunity. Noth- 
ing so foolish or so dangerous, in fact, as 
monkeying with digitalis or other alleged 
heart tonic on your own hook. The first 
essential in the proper treatment of an in- 
competent heart, a heart that is not there 
for the ordinary emergency efforts, is rest 
Not stimulation, but absolute rest—in bed 
or in chair, according to the individual re- 
quirements. Then, perhaps, intelligent medli- 
cation, according to the individual require- 
ments. Digitalis does much harm in some 
cases; it is a fatal poison in a few cases. 
Strychnine is even worse in unskilled hands, 
Finally comes carefully graduated exercises, 
arranged to meet the individual requirements, 
and altered as improvement occurs, from the 
most gentle passive movements in bed, very 
slow walks on the level, to advanced hill 
climbing and other strenuous efforts. All 
constantly supervised by the doctor. Can't 
get away from the doctor and make a success 
of this vital business. 

When the reserve power is fairly well de- 
veloped, when the handicap is sufficiently 
compensated by increased heart muscle de- 
velopment, when the heart recovers its com- 
petency, then the patient finds his wind hold- 
ing out under ordinary effort, and he finds 
he can now hold his breath thirty-five sec- 
onds or more by the watch. Until he can do 
that, his circulation is not good, his heart 
is not competent, and he must go slow if he 
expects to come back.

And a County Tax Law for 
Schools in Georgia Needed

could do Georgia at this time. 

The lack of the essentials in education 
has closed the door of hope to many a boy 
and girl in Georgia. The evil reaches 
through all the grades of our public schools. 
There is something wrong with a school sys- 
tem which is so repulsive that less than 
1 per cent of our young men seek higher 
education in our colleges. There is some- 
thing wrong with our schools when young 
men, having little conception of the duties 
of citizenship, without a knowledge of,their 
mother tongue, with little or no knowledge 
of arithmetic, reading, spelling, geography, 
history and unable to write their names are 
called by their country to do battle on a 
foreign shore and to illustrate American 
ideals and institutions. 

If our school system is not defective, why 
do so many boys under 16 leave schoo] for 
good and begin to chase the dollar, and why 
are girls in their teens, whd should be in 
the fourth grade of some public school, found 
rocking the cradle as the head of a house- 
hold” 

Parents seem to have lost control of their 
children, and do not, or cannot, compel them 
to attend school, or to study at home. Some 
parents regard their children as an asset 
and convert their opportunities for education 
and their young lives into dollars and dimes. 

In many of the counties the public school 
opened last October for a five or six months 
term. More than half of that term has now 
expired, and hundreds of parents have been 
sending their children, not to the public 
school, but to the field to gather cracked 
bolls of frosted cotton. This work has been 
going on in Georgia since the early fall frost 
in 1917, to February, 1918. Scores of chil- 
dren who should have been in school have 
been mobilizing cracked cotton bolls, carry- 
ing them home in the daytime and picking 
out the cotton at night around the fireside. 
These children have been robbed of the ad- 
vantage of the public school at their very 
door. The barbarian idea that children are 
an asset is the cause of much ignorance in 
Georgia and responsible for dwarfing the 
minds and paralyzing the lives of hundreds 
of Georgia boys and girls. We need law 
to compel school attendance which shall reach’ 
the parent and the child with a convincing 
penalty. 

Our public schools need more money that 
we may have longer terms; but how the 
money is to be raised to lengthen the term ts 
a problem to be solved by a prolific states- 
manship which shall discover the Horn of 
Plenty, not coveted by any of our other state 
inatitutions. 

We must>-leave off educating at the top 
and begin at the bottom. ‘Each county must 
be a unit and be compelled to levy tax for 
the district schools and a county high school. 
We must have text-books that will stand the 
school room test. We must have competent 
teachers without nepotism or favoritism. Par- 
ents must be taught that their children must 
attend school. We must have county super- 
vision of schools by competent educators, and 
not by lawyers, superannuated preachers, or 
untrained individuals out of a job, but with 
@ political pull.

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Washington, February 26.—(Special.)— 
Why are so many hospital plants being erect- 
ed and contracted for by the war department 
all over the United States? That question is 
asked a thousand times a day, perhaps, and 
the average man to whom it is addressed 
shrugs his shoulders, shakes his head slowly 
and solemnly and. passes on. 

I went to headquarters with the question. 
And, to my astonishment, I wag told that 
the government would have to provide in 
this country 10 per cent bed capacity for 
the troops, serving abroad. Think of it! 
With a million men serving in the Buropean 
war zone we must have, back here at home, 
one hundred thousand hospital beds to meet 
‘the emergency. 

And the medical department is working 
out the plans carefully and thoughtfully, as 
it should. This estimate of one hospital bed 
at home for every soldier abroad is based 
on the experiences of Canada, principally. 
It is even estimated as the war wears on 
this capacity will have to be increased for 
the reason that a great many of the cases 
require a long treatment before the recu- 
peration is sufficient for a final discharge. 

The general program contemplates the 
construction of two clearing hospitals, of 
1,500 beds each, one on the northern Atlan- 
tic and one on the southern Atlantic. The 
one on the northern Atlantic has already 
been authorized. It will be constructed on 
Staten Island. The one on the southern At- 
lantic will very probably be at Savannah. 
In addition to these clearing hospitals, from 
which patients will be assigned to different 
institutions, according to the nature of their 
disabilities, there will be general and special 
hospitals’ and convalescent hospitals and 
camps 


Atlanta Ideally 
Situated. 


In this connection, I am reliably informed 
that the surgeon general is particularly im- 
pressed with the Atlanta climate—the At- 
lanta altitude—for convalescents, and the 
two great hospitals at Gordon, particular!, 
the new plant just contracted for, will bs 
used as a convalescent base, while the hos- 
pital at McPherson, one of the finest in the 
United States, will be doubled in capacity 
and be used for a reconstruction hospital! 
thus demanding a staff of as fine surgeons 
as there are connected with the army. 

Among the special hospitals will be four 
for tuberculosis patients. One of these ts 
now under construction at Otisville, N. Y.. 
and another will be built at Asheville, N. c.. 
and the other two will be in Colorado and 
New Mexico, respectively. The blind and 
deaf will be treated in Baltimore. The men- 
tal cases will be sent to Fort Porter, N. Y. 
and blood diseases, trench rheumatism, etc. 
will be treated at the army and navy gen- 
eral hospital at Hot Springs, Ark. This is 
now being doubled in capacity for that pur- 
pose. “A war neurosis and epileptic hospitals 
will be necessary: 

Still another—the hospital of deepest 
sighs, perhaps; the walls of which will be 
shadowed by the darkest sorrows—will be 
an institution for the unrecognizable; for the 
care of those brave boys whose facial char- 
acteristics have been obliterated beyond rec- 
ognition. England and France have both 
found it necessary to establish such—and 


America is expecting to have to do the same.

Kansas City, Mo., February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The first article written by 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt since his 
recent severe iliness appears in The 
Kansas City Star today under the title 
“The People’s War.” 

Colonel Roosevelt says: 

“It is not agreeable to keep insisting 
on the need of doing better than we 
have done. It is not agreeable to keep 
pointing out our shortéomings, but to 
do so is the only way of remedying 
them and of securing better action in 
the future. 

“The people, some of them well-mean- 
ing, some of them anything but well- 
meaning, who denounce criticisms and 
who object to telling the minimum of 
truth necessary to correct our faults, 
are the efficient allies of Germany and 
the foes of the United States. Actual 
events have shown that fatuous com-

placency on the part of our officials 
has resulted in inefficiency and delay 
which would have meant overwhelming 
disaster to this nation if we had not 
been protected by the fleets and armies 
of England and France. 

Worse Than Russia fer a Time. 

“For the first eleven months of this 
war the inefficiency at vital] points in 
our government, notably in the matter 
of shipping, in the management of the 
war department was worse than any- 
thing Russie herself has ever seen. 
Nearly thirteen months have now pass- 
ed since Germany went to war with us 
and we broke relations with Germany 
and afterwards timidly and helplessly 
Grifted etern foremost into what we 
etyled a ‘formal’ state of war. 

‘The Russo-Japanese war likewise 
began before there was any formal] dec- 
laration of war. It only lasted sixteen 
months. We have been accustomed 
hold out Russia’s action during that 
sixteen months as a miracle of ineffi- 
ciency, but she showed herself far less 
inefficient than we have shown ourselves 
during the thirteen months that just
